WASHINGTON, January 20.—Two op- 


posing phases of the Monroe doctrine 
were presented iu the aenate today—one 
from the committee on foreign relations 
favoring a etrong reaffirmation of the 
doctrine and another from Mr. Sewflll of 
Kew Jersey urging that the doctrine had 
been carried eo far beyond ita scone as 
to threaten dangerous consequences. 


Davis of Minnesota presented the 


•committee repott, as be is the author of 
the resolution embodying the essential 
features of all previous resolutions. 


The silver bond bill waa laid aside 


temporarily as DO senator waa ready to 
epeak. 


Pugh'a resolution for silver payments 


of outstanding obligations did not reach 
a vote. 


Davis of Minnesota, of tho committee 


on foreign relations, arose as soon as the 
routine proceedings were disposed of 
and submitted a favorable report on the 
resolution framed by him enunciating 
tbe Monroe doctrine. It waa read from 
tbe desk, receiving close attention. The 
resolution, following a preamble, is SB 
follows: 


Rewind, That the United States of 


America reaffirms and confirms the doc- 
trine and principles promulgated by 
President Monroe in his message of De- 
cember 2, 1823, and declares that it will 
assert and maintain' this doctrine and 
those principles, and will regard any in-

attempt by any European power to 
take or acquire any new territory on the 
American continents, or any island ad- 
jacent thereto, for any right of sover- 
eignty or dominion in tbe same, in any 
caae or instance aa to which the United 
States shall deem such attempt to be 
dangerous to its peace or safety, by or 
through force, purchase, cession, occu- 
pation, pledge, colonization, protector- 
ate, or by control of easement, in a canal 
or other means of transit across the

tensions, as manifestations of an un- 
friendly disposition toward the United 
States and as an interposition which 
would be impossible in any form for ua 
to regard-with indifference.

He gave notice of a speech 
next Thursday. 


Minister Hatch of Hawaii, and Mrs. 


Hatch, occupied seats iu the diplomatic 
gallery. 


Sewell of New Jersey then addressed 


the senate on hia resolution reciting 
tbat President Cleveland had eitended 
the Monroe doctrine beyond its proper 
scope, and enunciating the doctrine was 
lor the interest of the United States, 
.and was not an obligation to aid and 
protect aoutbern republics. 


Tbe resolution recites that the Presi- 


dent's course waa premature and that 
the Monroe doctrine doea not commit 
the United States to a protectorate of 
southern countries. Sewell said the 
President's Venezuelan message pre- 
sented questions of most serious import. 
The senator, reading from the message, 
aaid the President clearly desired to pre- 
sent the contigeucy of war. Through- 
out the message and the letters of the 
secretary of state, tho determination 
was clear to make the constitution of 
the doctrine absolutely final and conclu- 
sive without reference to results. The 
senate quoted from resolutions of con- 
gress in 1S25 and speeches by Mr. Web- 
ster showing the exact purpose and 
original scope of the Monroe doctrine. 


In 1823 Senator Clayton of Delaware 


pointed out in the senate that the doc- 
trine of Monroe waa not addressed to 
foreign nations, but was a mere commu- 
nication to congress which congress de- 
•clined at tbat time. 


The congress sitting at the time of the 


Monroe message strongly opposed the 
doctrine. Henry Clay tffered a modi- 
fied resolution, but it could not be 
passed. 


At tbe close of Sewell's speech Daniel 


of Virginia gave notice that he would

COINAGE OF SILVER. 


Armenian Resolutions Reported by 


the Foreign Relations 


Committee. 


WASHINGTON, January 22.—Mr. Sher- 


man, Republican of Ohio, reported ad- 
versely from the foreign relations com- 
mittee a resolution of Mr. Call, Demo- 
crat of Florida, directing the secretary of 
state to send to the senate the dis- 
patches uf United States consuls in 
Cuba. The resolution waa about to be

Mr. Ciillom, Republican of Illinois, 


reported from the senate committee on 
foreign relations tbefollowinaArmenian 
resolution: 


', By the senate of the United 


States, the house of representatives con- 
curring, that it ia an imperative duty in 
the interests of humanity to express the 
earliest hope that the European concert 
brought about by treaty may bo speed- 
ily given its just effects in auch decisive 
measures as shall stay the hand of fa- 
naticism and lawless violence and aa 
shall secure to the unoffending Chris- 
tiana of the Turkish empire all the 
rights belonging to them both aa men 
apd Christians, and aa beneficiaries of 
the explicit'provisions of tho treaty. 


Resolved, That the President be re- 


quested to communicate these resolu- 
tions to the government ol Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, Austria, France, Italy 
and Russia. 


Resolved, Further, that the senate uf 


;he United States, the house of repre- 
jentativea concurring, will support the 
.resident in tho vigorous action he may 
;ake for tbe protection and security of 
American citizens in Turkey, and to* ob- 
ain redress for injuries committed on 
ttie persona or property of such citizens. 


Mr. Cullom said the resolution waa 


reported by tbe unanimous vote of the 
committee, as it desired immediate 
action. 


Mr. Gray, Democrat of Delaware, said 


ie did not anticipate any objection to 
he resolution, but it was of such im- 
portance that there should bo time for 
lonsideration of the tar'ma of the reaolu* 
;ions. 


Mr. pullom. acceeded to this sugges- 


tion, giving notice that ho would ask for 
action tomorrow. 


Mr. Pugh'a resolution for silver pay- 


ments of government bouda came up 
under tbe rnle. 


Mr. Hill responded tbat he would

Mints Will Be Ordered to Make 


Wbite Metal Dollars. 


WASHINGTON, January 21. — About 


February 1st t!ia treaanry department 
will resume the coinage-of silver dollars 
and continue uniil about $18,000,000 
iavft been coined. When the present 
administration came into power there 
were in tbe treasury about $29,000,000 
n silver dollars coined from bullion un 
der tbe act oU890, and available for the 
redemption of treasury notes issued in 
payment of the bullion purchased. 


Since Aueuat, 1893, about $18,000,001 


of these notes bave been redeemed in 
silver dollars and cancelled. 


The secretary of the treasury baa now 


decided to coin from the bullion now on 
hand and purchased nndcr tbo act of 
1890, about $13,000,000, which will re- 
store tbe amount of dollars in tbe treaa- 
nry to what it was on March 4, 1993. 
Tbe average cost of the silver bullion 
purchased under the Sherman act was 
71K cents on the dollar, which leaves a 
gain 01 eeienioraee of 28}£ cents on tbe 
dollar. At this rate the seigniorage on 
the $18,000,000 to be coined would bo 
$5,130,000, which will bo accounted for 
in the available cash on hand, increas- 
ing it by that amount. 


The order for the resumption of the 


coinage at the mints at Philadelphia, 
New Orleans und Sun Francisco is ex- 
pected in a day or two.

Remove the Limitation of Time 


Within Which Unlawful Grants 


May be Annulled. 


WASHINGTON, January 17.—The Presi- 


dent today aent the following to con- 
gress : 


Wjumi.xGTON, January 17, 1896.—To 


Congress: I desire to invite attention 
to the necessity for prompt legislation in 
order to remove the limitation of the 
time 
within 
which auits may be 


brought by the government to annul un- 
lawful or unauthorizfld grants of public 
lands. 


By the actof March 3,18S7, the aecre- 


retary of the interior ia directed to ad- 
just each of the railroad land grants 
which may be unadjusted; and it is pro- 
vided if it shall appear, upon the com- 
pletion of such adjustment, or sooner, 
that the lauds have been from any cause 
erroneously certified or patented by the 
United States for the use of a company 
claiming under any of said grants, it 
shall he the duty of the secretary of the 
interior to demand a re-conveyance of 
the title to all lands ao erroneously cer- 
tified or patented; and on failure of the 
company to make such re-conveyance 
within ninety days, tlie attorney gen- 
eral is required to institute and prose- 
cute, in the proper courts, necessary 
proceedings to restore the title to said 
land to the United States. 


The demands under this act havn 


been numerous, and in some cases have 
resulted in the reinvestment of titles to 
the lands in the United States upon de- 
mand , but in most cases tho demand has 
been refused and suits have been neces- 
sary. 


The work of adjustment haa been un- 


avoidably alow. The eaid act makes 
provision for the reinstatement of en- 
tries erroneously cancelled|on account of 
railroad withdrawals, and upon certain 
conditions provided for the confirma- 
tion of titles derived by purchase from 
the companies of land shown to be ex- 
cepted from the grants. It contemplates 
a disposition of every tract described by 
the granting act, and an inspection of 
each tract certified or patented to the 
company, within such limit, to deter- 
mine whether euch certification or pat-' 
anting was proper, the listing of these 
tracts shown to be eironeoualy certified 
and the determination for which tracts 
lost to tbe grant indemnity is to be 
allowed. 


It is neceasary in making such an ad- 


justment that all questions o! certifying 
claims, either between settlers and tbe 
roads, or between the two roads, tho 
grants for which conflict or overlap, be 
finally disposed of, so that a proper dis- 
position of the land can be shown in tbe 
adjustment. While adiustmsnta have 
procpeded with the utmost rapidity con- 
sistent with a due regard for the rights 
-of the eottlera of the United States, and 
of the railroad companies, and while to 
tbia end the force of adjusters has been 
largely 
augmented 
in the general 


land office, many of the grants yet re- 
main unadjusted. 


In some of the grants, notably the 


corporation grants, the lack of surveya 
np to the present time made tbe com- 
pletion of the work impossible. 


Decisions rendered by the interior de- 


partment in numerous conflicts have 
been carried into the courts. The con- 
struction of the interior department hag 
generally been sustained when final de- 
termination haa been reached ,bnt many 
ol tbe casea are still pending, not yet 
having been decided. Some of these 
cases, while involving immediately the 
title to only one particular tract, when 
decided furniah a rule of conatruction to 
control the disposition of title to thou- 
sands of acres of other lands in the 
same situation. Until the courts pass 
Upon these questions, final adjustment 
•cannot bo made. 


By section 8 of the act of March 4, 


1891", it is expressly enacted that suite 
by the United States to vacate and an- 
nul any patents therefore issued, shall 
only be brought within five years from 
the passage of this act. 


The period of five yeara will expire 


on March 3, 1896. Of course, suits by 
the United States to secure the cancella- 
tion of a patent in this class of casea 
After that date would be ineffective. In- 
deed it is now too late to institute pro- 
ceedings looking to any such suit, inaa- 


MORE CROOKEDNESS. 


Defalcations of Ex-Teller Witland 


Increase. 


SAX FSANCISOO, January 17.—Diecor- 


eriea of crookednew in the old manage- 
ment of the Grangers' bank continue to 
be made. The n«w directors bad be- 
lieved that |11,800 was the total amount 
of the defalcation of William Witland, 
the ex-teller, wbo fled from thia city a 
short time ago, and haa not yet been 
found. 


They were startled today, however, 


when told by the expert accountant 
who is working upon the books that he 
had found another defalcation of Whit- 
land, amounting to $2000. F. W. Lonee, 
a director of the bank, confirmed the 
news of this discovery this afternoon, 
and stated that it wonld not surprise 
him if etill larger sums were found to 
have been made away with by the ex- 
teller. 


The total amount of Wit land'a steal- 


ings thus far known is about J14.000. 
Ills whereabouts ia still unknown. The 
Grangers' bank is making no effort to 
find him, and it is probable that some 
of those connected with the old manage- 
ment do not care to have him turn up, 
as he might shed too much light on af- 
fairs. 


It is eaid that the Fidelity and Cas- 


ualty Company, which was on Witland'e 
bond for $10,003, is aware of his present 
location and ia trying to effect ft settle- 
ment with the defaulting teller. 


Four Inches of Rain. 


YUBA CITY, January 17.--The precipi- 


tation of the storm is now over four 
inches, making for the season ton Inches. 
The warm rain has brought down con- 
siderable snow water, and the river hare 
registers eighteen and one-half feet, 
being only two feet below high water 
mark. Fifteen miles above this place 
near Gridley the river is overflowing the 
banks and the water is covering some of 
the farms. All the levees in thia vicin- 
ity are in good condition and no danger 
is feared. 


TO PROTECT NAVIGATION 


PROTEST BY THE ANTI-DEBRIS 


ASSOCIATION 


Against the Passage of Any Bill by 


Congress in Aid of Hy- 


draulic Hilling1. 


SACHAUENTO, January 17.—The Anti- 


debris Association has sent a long pro- 
test to the mumbers of congress against 
the passage of any bills by congress aid- 
Lne in the resumption of hydraulic min- 
ing through appropriations from the 
general government. The association• 
at considerable length goes on to show 
• 


the great devastation by mining to the 
> 


rich lauds along the Sacramento river 
and that it has almost entirely destroyed 
the navigation of that stream by deep , 
draft vessels in the summer months, 
and at times even to the lightest draft 
vessels. 


The association also calls attention to 


the decrees of the courts which recog- 
nize the evils of hydraulic mining and to 
the vast sums that have been spent by 
people of the Sacramento valley in bat- 
tling for the enforcement of these de- 
crees. Beaten oa every hand through 
the cotirtB, the miners now appeal to 
congress to legitimize that which tho 
courts have condemned. The govern- 
ment, further says the association, is 
committed to the preservation of the 
navigation of the state. Hydraulic min- 
ing ia a menace to that navigability. 
Hydraulic mining is a private business 
and the government has no right to aid 
a private business.. _ 
. . 
Hydraulic mining is now aided by 


congress under the Oaminetti act, which 
provides an act with a penalty of $5000 
and an imprisonment of one year for its 
violation. The hydraulic miners now 
want congress to amend the act, and 
make the maximum penalty $500, tak- 
ing away from the courts the power to 
imprison. 
The association declares this to be a 


breach of faith by the hydraulic miners. 
The present law waa procured at their 
instance. If they have any intention to 
obev it, they should be only too glad to 
nave a sufficient penalty imposed to de- 
ter others who propose to violate it. 
The fine of $500 would be a mere oaga- 
telle to the hydraulic miners, who could 
violate the law every working montb 
and afford to pay the penalty. If the 
government proposes to spend public 
monay to aid hydraulic mining, it will 
commit the government to the expendi- 
ture of millions upon millions, for the 


'ing n 
much as the demand must be filed on 
•the company and thereafter ninety days 
is allowed for compliance or refusal hi 
accordance with the act of March 3, 
1S87. 


Before the expiration of this period 


the statute would bar the right of recov- 
ery by the government and the benefits 
of anticipated favorable decisions of the 
courts would be lost so far as they 
might determine the character and dis- 
position of grants eimilar to those indi- 
rectly involved in eimilar caaes. 


It will be readily seen that if this act 


of limitation is to remain on the statute 
books, the portion of the adjustment act 
referred to will be rendered null. In- 
deed, there would be but little use in 
•continuing the adjustment of many of 
the land grants, inasmuch as ascer- 
tained rights of the United States, or 
of settlers could npt be enforced by law. 


The early adjudications of the depart- 


ment constructed the grants with a de- 
gree of liberality towards the grantees, 
which Inter decisions of the court and 
•of the department have not sustained.

From Any Quarter. 


PRETORIA, January 17.—It is officially 


stated here that Dr. Jameson und the 
others who are in prison will be released 
unconditionally by the Transvaal gov- 
ernment and that the Uitlandera in doe 
course of time will be enabled to make 
their demands clearly unconditional. It 
is added, however, that the government 
and the burghers will resist any form of 
foreign protection, either on the part of 
Great Britain or any other country. 
They are firmly resolved to maintain the 
independence of the republic and the 
grievance of the people of Ran J will be 
settled when the present excitement has 
abated. It is also stated to be quite un- 
true that President Kruger was aware 
of Dr. Jameson's intention, to invade the 
Transvaal territory. Ou the contrary, 
the President, after being told that he 
had crossed the border, said: "Don't 
tell me that Englishmen would do that. 
Whatever may be said of them, they are 
open and brave and would not make a 
cowardly, unprovoked attack upon us." 


President Krueer readily accepted the 


assistance oi Sir Hercules Robinson, the 
governor of Cane Colony, in bringing 
about a settlement of the disturbances, 
and they parted cordially.

Great Britain and Venezuela In- 


vited to Submit Evidence ia 


Their Possession. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—The Vene- 


zuelan commission has invited the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and Venezuela 
to submit to it all the evidence in their 
possession to further the wort of the 
commission, to be represented before it 
by attorneys, and all of this with the 
reservation that euch representation and 
appearance shall not be deemed an 
abandonment of any rights or position 
heretofore assumed, It has done this 
in order that the proceedings of the com- 
mission may not be said to be ix park, 
that the truth may appear and that 
time may bo saved in the inquiry with 
which the commission is charged. The 
invitation goes in the shape of a letter 
to Secretary Olney, who haa made re- 
sponse saying that he has transmitted a 
copy of the commission's views to the 
two governments 
concerned. These 


facts came out after the meeting of the 
commission today, although the letter 
was drawn up and sent to the secretary 
of state at its last meeting, January 
15tli- The full text of the letter is aa 
follows; 
Office of the Venezuela Boundary Gom- 


mieaion,Washington, January 15ylS9G. 
To Hon. Richard Oluey, Secretary of 


State—Dear Hir :—I have the honor to 
state that the commission appointed by 
the President of the Uinted States to 
investigate and report upon the true 
divisional line between the republic of 
Venezuela and British Guiana, has or- 
ganized by the election of Hon. David 
J. Brewer ae its president, and is entei*1- 
ing upon the immediate discharge of its 
duties. 


In so doing, it has> after careful con- 


sideration, -concluded to address you on 
the question of securing, aa far as possi- 
ble, the friendly co-operation and aid of 
the two nations which are directly in- 
terested in tho now pending boundary 
differences-.- 
It must have suggested itself to you, 


as it has no-doubt to the President, that 
this commission, authorized to ascer- 
tain and report the boundary line be- 
tween two foreign nations, bears only a 
remote resemblance to those tribunals 
of international character of which we 
have had several examples in the past. 
They are constituted by on-with the con- 
sent of the disputants-themselves, and 
were authorized by the parties immedi- 
diately concerned to prononnco final 
judgment. 


The questions at issue .were presented 


by the advocatesof the various interests, 
upon whose diligence and skill the tri- 
bunal might, safely rely for all the data 
and the arguments- essential to the for- 
mation of an intelligent 
judgment. 


Their functions- were, therefore, con- 
fined to the exercise of judicial powers, 
and they might fairly expect to reach a 
result satisfactory to their own conscien- 
ces, while it commanded tho respect of 
those whose interests, were directly in- 
volved. 


The present com mission,, neither by 


the mode of its appointment nor by the 
nature of its duties, may he said to bo- 
lone to tribunals of this chracter. Its 
duty will be discharged it it ahall dili- 
gently and fairly seek to inform the ex- 
ecutive office of certain facts teaching a 
Jong extent of territory, in which tho 
Whatever 
may 
be- the conclusions 


reached no territorial* aggrandizement 
nor material gain in any forin/can ac- 
crue to the United States.. The sole 
concern of our government is the peace- 
ful solution of the controversy between 
friendly nations; for the jusb and hon- 
orable settlement of the title to disputed 
territory, and the protection of the 
United States against any fresh acquisi- 
tion in our hemisphere' on the pert of 
any European state. 


1 It has aeemed proper to the commis- 


sion under these circumstances to sug- 
gest to you tbe expedience of calling the 
attention of the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela to. the appoint- 
ment and explaining both ita nature 
and object. It may be that they will 
see a way entirely consistent with their 
own sense of international- propriety to 
give the committee the aid that it is no 
doubt in their power tO' furnish iu the 
way of documentary proof, historical 
narrative, nnpubliahed-archieves or tbe 
like. It is scarcely necessary to cay that 
if either should deem it appropriate to 
designate an agent or attorney, whose 
duty it wonld he to- see that no such 
proofs were omitted or overlooked, the 
commission would be grateful for such 
evidence of good will, and for the valu- 
able results whichi would be likely to 
follow therefrom. 


Any act of either government in the 


direction • here suggested might be ac- 
companied by an express, reservation as 
to her claims, and should hot be deemed 
to be abandonment or impairment of 
any position heretofore expressed. In

OUTRAGEOUS" 
PAMPHLETS. 


Of alt the absurd cries with which the 


railroad organs have &t various times at- 
tempted to begnib the public, perhaps 
none were more absurd than this that 
congrese now is beius "bombarded 
with outrageous literature in the hope 
oi defeating a fundins bill. The docu- 
ments with| wbich congress has been 


bombarded" in thie connection are 


three in number. One is a mer torial 
from the people of California against a 
funding bill. Surely it cannot be con- 
iidered outrageous or incendiary. 


Another contains extracts from the 


letters of Huutinfiton to Colton, There- 
in the magnate announces ihe glorioua 
all-that-the- tratBc-will-bear principle 
and divulRea eome other secrets con- 
corning the methods of the Southern 
Pacific Company. The letters are Ren- 
nine and have been received aa such in 
court, and they strikingly indicate the 
kindot buRineaa methods from which 
tbe people of California now ask to be 
freed. They constitute a painful ex- 
hibit for O. P. HuntiuRtoo, but they are 
very essential to give coucresa an idea of 
tbe manner of man with whom it now 
IB dealing. They are outrageous, bat 
only so because they demonstrate bow 
outrageously California has been treated. 


In like manner—and ia none other- 


is the third document outrageous. It 
contains extracts from the report of the 
United States Pacific Railway Commis- 
Bionof 18S7. This commission,of which 
PattiBon o! Pennsylvania was chair- 
man, was appointed to inveatifiate tbe 
scandals connected with the construction 
of the Pacific railroads. 
It labored 


faithfully, secured its evidence from 
raiway potentates and others, and, on 
the strength of that evidence, made a 
report to congresa which left a mantle of 
reproach on every congress that since 
has left the matter tn stalu quo. In 
brief, the report declared that California 
railroad magnateslbad secured millions 
o! dollars by perjury and robbery. We 
use the worQB advisedly; thereDort an- 
nounced that vast sums had be?n se- 
cured in precisely this manner. It is 
amall wonder that the journals of the 
Southern Pacific Company claim to see 
outrage in the publication of the trench- 
ant parts of the report in which their 
mastara are thus arraigned, but we sub- 
mit again that theylwere essential to a 
full understanding by congress of the 
corporation with which it now is asked 
to deal. 


This is the sum total of these incen- 


diary publications. They ehow plainly 
enough that congressmen have hereto- 
fore been bribed, but they in no way 
suggest that men now incongreai will be 
DO.

According to & decision lately rendered 


by Justice Brown of Cleveland, Ohio, 
wivea in that state are legally responsible 
for their husbands' debts and the sup- 
portofthefamily. 
A number of brewery 


owners have been awaiting the outcome 
of the trial in Justice Brown's court, 
and they said after they had heard of 
the decision, that they would atonco 
begin suits again&t the wives of their 
many debtors who had contracted debts 
and refused to pay them. 


A. man may limit hii liability for his 


wife's debts to necessaries. In this state 
tbe wife can claim none of tlie proceeds 
of the sale of community property. She 
haa no legal control over community 
property during the life ol her huabana. 
She cannot will any part of it at death, 
neither can ahe lawfully dispose of any- 
thinc which ahe has earned since mar- 
riage. The husband can dispose of all 
community property while alive, can 
will away half at death, and the whole 
ia subject to his debts and probate ex- 
penses. The husband's death puts her 
into probate court. She ia powerless. 
But her death has no effect upon com- 
munitv property. 


A husband may spend all that both 


earn, or make debts binding on com- 
munity property; a wife can make no 
debts on common property, though she 
may have earned it all. She cannot 
legally sell a horse or a cow, though sho 
may nave earned them, or will one cent 
to her children. It may be drunk up 01 
gambled away. 
She has no redress.

Within Which Unlawful Grants 


Hay be Annulled. 


WASHINGTON, January 17.— The Presi- 


dent today seat the following to con- 
gress : 


WASHINGTON*, January 17, 1896.— To 


Congress: I desire to invite attention 
to the necessity for prompt legislation in 
order to remove the limitation of the 
time 
within 
which Baits may be 


brought hy the government to annul un- 
lawful or unauthorized grants of public 
lands. 


By the actol Match 3, 1S37, the secre- 


retary of the interior ia directed to ad- 
just each of the railroad laud grants 
which may be unadjusted ; and it is pro- 
vided if it eball appear, upon the com- 
pletion of such adjustment, or sooner, 
that the lands have been from any cause 
erroneously certified or patented by the 
United States for the nee of a company 
claiming under any of said grants, it 
shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
interior to demand a re-conveyanca of 
the title to all lands eo erroneously cer- 
tified or patented ; and on failure of the 
company to make each re-conveyaaco 
within ninety days, tne attorney gen- 
eral ia required to institute and prose- 
cute, in the proper courts, necessary 
proceedings to restore the title to said 
land to the United States.

Defalcation* of Ex-Teller Witland 


Increase. 


SAS FaAsci&co, January IT.—Discov- 


eries of crookedness in the old manage- 
ment of the Grangers' bank continue to 
be made. The new directors had be- 
lieved that $11,800 va* the total amonnt 
of the defalcation of William Witltnd, 
the ex-teller, who fled from thU city a 
Bhort time ago, and has not yet been 
found. 


They were startled today, however, 


when told by the expert accountant 
who is working upon the books that he 
had found another defalcation of Whit- 
land, amounting to $2000. F. W. Lonee, 
a director of the bank, confirmed the 
news of thin discovery thia afternoon, 
and stated that it would not surprise 
him if Btill larger BUOIB were found to 
have been made away with by the ex- 
teller. 


The total amount of Wit land's steal- 


ings thus far known is about J 14,000. 
Hia whereabouts ia still unknown. Tbe 
Grangers' bank is making no effort to 
find him, and it is probable tbat eome 
of those connected with the old manage- 
ment do not care to have him turn up, 
aa he might shed too much light on af- 
fairs.

Four Inches of Rain. 


YUBA CITY, January 17.—The precipi- 


tation of the storm is now over four 
inchea, making for the season ten inches. 
The warm rain has brought down con- 
siderable snow water, and the river here 
registers eighteen and one-half feet, 
being only two feet below hfch water 
mark. Fifteen miles above this place 
near Gridley the river is overflowing the 
banks and the water is covering sume of 
the farms.

been numerous, and in some easea have 
resulted in the reinvestment of titles to 
the lands in the United States upon de- 
mand, bat in mostcasos tho demand has 
been refused and suits have been necea- 
aary. 


The work of adjustment has been un- 


avoidably slow. The eaid act makea 
provision for tho reinstatement of en- 
tries erroneously cancelled|on account of 
railroad withdrawals, and upon certain 
conditions provided for the confirma- 
tion of titles derived by purcbane from 
the companies of land shown to be ex- 
cepted from the grants. It contemplates 
a disposition of every tract described by 
the granting act, and an inspection of 
each tract certified or patented to the 
company, within such limit, to deter- 
mine whether such certification or pat-' 
anting was proper, the listing of these 
tracts shown to be erroneously certiBed 
and the determination for which tracts 
lost to the grant indemnity is to be 
allowed. 


It is necessary in making such an ad- 


justment that all questions of certifying 
claims, either between settlers and the 
roads, or between the two roads, tho 
grants for which conflict or overlap, be 
finally disposed of, so that a proper dis- 
position of the land can be shown in the 
adjustment. While adjustments have 
procpeded with the utmost rapidity con- 
sistent with a due regard for the rights 
•of the settlers of the United States, and 
of the railroad companies, and while to 
thin end the force of adjusters has been 
largely 
augmented 
in the general 


land office, many of the grants yet re- 
main unadjusted. 


In some o£ the grants, notably the 


•corporation grants, the lack of surveys 
up to tho present time made the com- 
pletion of tbo work impossible. 


Decisions rendered by tbe interior de- 


partment in numerous conflicts have 
been carried into the courts. The con- 
struction of the interior department has 
generally been sustained when final de- 
termination has been reached,but many 
of the cases are still pending, not yet 
having been decided. Some of these 
cases, while involving immediately the 
title to only one particular tract, when 
decided furnish a rule of construction to 
control the disposition of title to then- 
Bands of acres of other lands in the 
same situation. Until the courts pass 
upon these questions, final adjustment 
•cannot be made. 
By section 8 of the act of March 4, 


1891", it ia expressly enacted that suits 
by the United States to vacate and an- 
nul any patents therefore issued, shall 
only be brousbt within five yeara from 
the passage of this act. 


The period of five years will expire 


on March 3, 1896. Of course, suits by 
the United States to secure thecancella- 
tion of a patent in this class of cases 
-after that date would be ineffective. In- 
deed it is now too late to institute pro- 
ceedings looking to any auch suit, inas- 
much aa the demand must be filed on 
the company and thereafter ninety days 
is allowed for compliance or refusal in 
accordance with the act of March 3. 
1S87. 


Before the aspiration of this period 


the statute would bar the right of recov- 
ery bv the government and the benefits 
of anticipated favorable decisions of the 
courts would be lost so far aa they 
might determine the character and dis- 
position of grants similar to those indi- 
rectly involved in similar cases. 


It will he readily seen that if this act 


of limitation is to remain on the statute 
books, the portion of the adjustment act 
referred to will be rendered null. In- 
deed, there would be but little use in 
•continuing the adjustment of many of 
the land grants, inasmuch as ascer- 
tained rights of the United States, or 
of settlers could not bo enforced by law. 


The early adjudications of the depart- 


ment constructed the grants with a de- 
gree of liberality towards the grantees, 
which later decisions of tho court and 
•of the department have not sustained. 
It seems clear that the further progress 
•of adjustment will develope facts and 
transactions in connection with these 
land grants which ought to be subjected 
to legal examination and scrutiny before 
they are allowed to become informal ana 
-conclusive. 
The government should not be pre- 


vented from going into the courts to 
right wrongs perpetrated by its agents 
or any other parties, and by which 
much of the public domain may be di- 
verted from tho people. 


In these circumstances it eeems to me 


that the act of 1S91 should be ao 
amended as not to apply to suits brought 
to recover title to lands certified or pat- 
-ented on account of railroad or other 
grants. And I especially nrge upon 
congress speedy action to the end sug- 
gested, so that adjustment of those grants 
may proceed without the intarpositioi 
of & bar, through lack of time, againa 
the right of recovery by the governmen

Against the Passage of Aiiy Bill liy 


Coiigress in Aid of Hy- 


draulic Mining;. 


SACRAMENTO, January 17. — The Anti- 


debris Association has sent a loug pro- 
test to the mumbera of congress against 
the passage of any bills by congress aid* 
ing in the resumption of hydraulic min- 
ing through appropriations from the \ 
general government. The association 
at considerable length goes on to show 
the great devastation by mining to the 
rich lands along the Sacramento river 
and that It has almost entirely destroyed 
the navigation of that stream by deep 
draft vessels in the summer months, 
and at times even to the lightest draft 
vessels. 


The association alan calla attention to 


the decrees of the courts which recog- 
nize the evile of hydraulic mining and to 
tho vast sums that havo been spent by 
people of the Sacramento valley in bat- 
tling for the enforcement of these de- 
crees.

violation. The hydraulic miners now 
want congress to amend the act, &nd 
make the maximum penalty $500, tak- 
ing away from the courts the power to 
imprison. 
The association declares this to bo a 


breach of faith by the hydraulic miners. 
Tho present law was procured at their 
instance. If they have any intention to 
obey itj they should be only too glad to 
have a sufficient penalty imposed to de- 
ter others who propose to violate it. 
The fine of $500 would be a mere oaga- 
telle to the hydraulic miners, who could 
violate the law every working month 
and afford to pay the penalty. 
If the 


government proposes to spend public 
money to aid hydraulic mining, it will 
commit the government to the expendi- 
ture of millions upon millions, for the 
erection of one dam alone would cost an 
enormous sum. The amount nowasked 
for by the miners, though not very 
large, IB only a drop in the bucket to 
what they will ask for and what will be 
required to carry out their plans if un- 
dertaken by the government.

WASHINGTON, January 20.—The Vene- 


zuelan commission has invited the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and Venezuela 
to submit to it alt the evidence in their 
possession to further the work of the 
commission, to be represented before it 
by attorneys, and all of this with the 
reservation that such representation and 
appearance shall not be deemed an 
abandonment of any rights or position 
heretofore assumed. It haa done this 
in order that the proceedings of the com- 
mission may not be said to be fr partet 
that the truth may appear and that 
time may be saved in the inquiry with 
which the commission is charged. The 
invitation goes in the shape of a letter 
to Secretary Olney, who haa made re- 
sponse e&ying that he has transmitted a 
copy of the commission's views to the 
two governments 
concerned. These 


facts came out after the meeting of the 
commission today, although the letter 
was drawn up and sent to the secretary 
of Btate at its last meeting, January 
lota. The full text of the letter is as 
follows: 
Office of tbe Venezuela Boundary Com- 


mission,Washington, January 16; ISStJ. 
To Hon. Richard Olney, Secretary of 


State—Dear Sir:—I have the honor to 
state that the commission appointed' by 
the President of the Hinted States to

I. Brewer as its president, and IB entei*- 
ng upon tlio immediate discharge of its 
duties.

the question of securing, aa far as possi- 
ble, the friendly co-operation and aid of 
the two nations which are directly in- 
terested in the now pending boundary 
differences-. 


It must have suggested itself to you, 


aa it baa no doubt to-the President, that 
thia commission, authorized to ascer- 
tain and report the boundary fiue be- 
tween two foreign nations, bears ouly a 
remote resemblance to those tribunals 
of international character of which we 
have had several examples in the past. 
They are constituted by OP with the con- 
sent of the disputants- themselves, and 
were authorized by the parties iramedi- 
diately concerned to pronounce final 
judgment.

by the advocatesof'thevariouBinterests, 
upon whose diligence and: skill the tri- 
bunal might safely rely for all the data 
and the arguments essential' to the for- 
mation of an intelligent 
judgment.

The eole 
concern of our government is the peace- 
ful solution of tbe controvert between 
friendly nations; for the juab and hon- 
orable settlement of tbe title to disputed 
territory, and the protection of the 
United States against any fresh acquisi- 
tion in our hemisphere- on tbe part of 
any European state. 


It has seemed proper to the commis- 


sion under these circumstances to sug- 
gest to you the expedience of calling tho 
attention of the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela, to. the- appoint- 
ment and explaining both its nature 
and object. It may bo that they will 
see a way entirely consistent with their 
own eenee of international propriety to 
give the committee the aid that it is no 
doubt in their power to- furnish in the 
way of documentary proof, historical 
narrative, uupubliahed.archievefl or the 
like. It is scarcely necessary to say that 
if either should deem it appropriate to 
designate an agent or attorney, whose 
duty it would be to> see that no such 
proofs wore omitted or overlooked, the 
commiBBion would bo grateful for such 
evidence of good will, and for the valu- 
able results which, would be likely to 
follow therefrom. 


Any act of either government in the 


direction here suggested might be ac- 
companied by an express, reservation as 
to her claims, aud should hot be deemed 
to be abandonment or impairment of 
any position heretofore expressed. In 
ether words, and iu the lawyers' phrase, 
each might be willing to act the part of 
an ainicus citrine andto-throw the light 
upon difficult aud complex questions of 
fact, wbich should be examined care- 
fully, as the peuding investigations are 
certainly hostile to- none, nor can it be 
of advantage to auy that the machinery 
devised by tho government of tbe United 
States to secure tht desired information 
should fail of its purpose.

The mutiny occurred off the Andrew 


islands. Oaptain Brown retired at 10 
o'clock at night, leaving the boatswain, 
a man named Ilover, on deck to stand 
watch.

The boatswain stole quietly forward 


and gave word to the crew that the time 
had coma to act. He secured a sharp 
hatchet from the ahip'a cook's galley 
fuel box, and stealing below to the skip- 
per'a cabin, he struck at Oaptain Brown 
with the weapon, nearly cutting the 
Bleeping man's bead off. 


Brown turned on his side ana gave a 


dying groan, which awakened his wife. 
Mra. Brown raised on her elbow and 
shrieked for help. Mate Ilohlman 
beard ber cries and sprang from his 
berth to go to the rescue of tbe woman. 
Hover had stationed a Pelew boy be- 
hind tbe door to the mate's cabin. The 
lad waa armed with an ax, and when 
Hohlman made hia appearance on his 
way to the captain's room the boy dealt 
him a terrific blow on the head, killing 
him instantly. 
The passenger waa caged below, but 


the firearms were taken from the cabin 
and he could not find anything to de- 
fend himself with.

sessor's field deputies may be provided 
with registration blanks, and c-andidatea 
for citizenship of the county registering 
with such deputies will he on exactly 
the same footing witb. those registering 
at the county clerk's office. There are 
many hundreds of new voters to bo *e$- 
i<r«rcd thia year, many of whom live in 
r.-iuote parts of the county, and the new 
law will be a matter of convenience to 
these, as they can practically regiater at 
home. The Fresno supervisors

Eieda county, where the Great Register ia 
marked for cancellation after February 
17th.

He laid out and planted th 
Jothout vineyard, and had charge, a 
ifferent times, of other large vineyards 


and orchards in this and Kings county 
Ie now is manager of the Horahoe Benc 
vineyard in Marlpoea county. Here th 
new electric plant will be located. 


Tbe dam In the Merced river will b 


about a mile above tha boundary of th 
>roperty, and one and three-quarta 
miles above the suspension bridge. Th 
dam will be thirly-five feet high. Ii 
he bottom it will be only twenty fee 
ong. At twenty-Jive feet high it wil 
>e thirty feet, and at thirly-five fee 
iigh on top it will be sixty-five feet i 
ength. In the four miles which th 
litcb will gain from the river there is 
all of ninety-three feet, and a min 
mum supply of 10,000 miners' inches o 
sater.

Observer Bolton Predicts Clearing 


Weather This Afternooii—He 


Explains the Storm. 


From Tuesday's Dally. 


About the moat cheery looking man 


ia Fresno yesterday waa "Weather Ob- 
server J. P. Bolton, seated high and dry 
iu the sky parlor of the Farmers' bank 
building. Mr, Bolton is a genuine en- 
thusiast in bia business and speaks of 
the storm with professional pride. 


"The present rain," he said, "began 


on the 13th i net ant at 4 p.m. and has 
been practically continuous till today. 
There have been two Btoroe, and it ia 
the second of which we are now getting 
the full effect. 
In a general way Fresno 


is out of tbe track of heavy storms. This 
one haa been crowded down eouth from 
the Oregon coast by an area of high 
barometer that has been lying for sev- 
eral days on the Canadian border in the 
vicinity of Alberta. 


"The heavy rain now falling began on 


Sunday night and a little over an inch 
haa fallen in the twenty-four hours. It 
la a splendid rain; just the thing for the 
farmers. The barometer is atill low; it 
is 20 75 at this moment, or, with the 
proper correction applied, 29.90. Places 
near the foothills on the east side, tike 
Eeedley and Saiiger, will have a heavier 
rainfall than Fresno, and on the other 
hand, on the wcat aide it may be a little 
leas. On the Coast lange, particularly 
on the eea alone, aa at San Luis Qbispo, 
the rainfall is very heavy. 


"Thia laat storm la one of the beat de- 


fined we have on record on this coast. 
In i-aying this I am referring to the well 
defined boundaries of the etorm, aa you 
will see by the daily record on the offi- 
cial maps which I have here. Tho first 
indication of the firac storm was a low 
barometer on the California coast at 
Eureka on January 13th. 
Simultane- 


oualy there appeared another low 
bar- 


ometer in the vicinitj of San Diego, 
while two high barometers appeared to 
the eastward. The next day the low at 
Eureka moved up to Roseburg, Or., and 
the San Diego low disappeared, the en- 
ergy of the two being now concentrated 
The same thing practically happened 
with the highs, tbe center of which was 
now concentrated on the Canadian bor- 
der north of Idaho auti Montana. The 
next day found the low uf the new 
storm still on the Oregon coast west of 
Koeeburg, and the high standing like a 
wall oo the Canadian frontier. In this 
way the rainstorm, being unable to fol- 
low its usual and natural track east- 
ward, waa crowded down the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaqum valleys. The 
following day the high moved eautward 
250 miles along the Canadian frontier, 
the low thus advancing across the state 
of California. Ou January 17th 
the cy- 


clone covered a territory 2000 miles in 
diameter, with the high stationary about 
the town of Prince Albert on the Cana- 
dian line. The low was off FprtCanby 
on the 18th, the high being still station- 
ary at Prince Albert. 


"The storm center is Btill held in check 


by the high winch is now in South 
Dakota. 
I expect -to see clearing 


weather some time today, however," 
eaicl Mr. Bolton. 


It lined hardly be said that the deluge 


of rain which fell yesterday morning 
converted most of the Btreeta into canals 
aud lakes. Jn tbe a'beence of facilities 
for carrying off the storm water, the few 
pedestrians whose business compelled 
them to go around town were obliged to 
make many a water jump that did not 
always result satisfactorily. East of N 
fltreet, particularly on Tulare, Kern, 
Mono and Inyo, the water extended in 
many places clear from, curb to curb.

MADERA IRRIGATION. 


A Scheme for Watering a. Large 


Tract of Land. 


From Tuesday's Dally. 


Tbe Madwa iteKxry I»TS: John F. 


Bedford, ex-county surveyor of Fre*no 
county, WM in town today promoting a 
scheme whereby tbe many fertile acre* 
of this couuty which are now uourigated 
may be made to "bloom like tha roae" 
by the magic touch of water. He sub- 
mitted a water right agreement to sev- 
eral of tha foremott citizens of tbe town 
and alter s carelol reading, they ap- 
proved it. The agreement ia similar to 
the old Church agreement with a few 
changes which were made by K. L. 
Hargrove. 


Mr. Bedford 
is representing 
the 


Fresno Canal and Irrigation Company, 
and he states that if enough acres were 
subscribed for in this county a main 
canal would be run from a point at the 
lian Jcaqnin river east of the railroad 
bridge in a northerly direction to pane 
the town of Madera on the east near the 
survey of the main canal o! tho old 
Madera iriigatiou district. This canal 
would be continued on to the Chow- 
clitlla, From this main canal would be 
constructed three branch canals be 
tween the San Joaquin river and the 
tow 11 of Madera, the canals to run in a 
westerly direction, and to be not leea 
than three miles apart and to be at least 
eight miles long. A branch canal will 
also be constructed fiom the main canal 
down the San Joaquiu river in Madera 
county, west of the railroad track and 
to run in a northwesterly direction at 
least ten miles. 


These canals will furniah 1000 cubic 


feet of water per second, and will be suf- 
ficient to irrigate 160,000 acres of land. 


It will be a big undertaking and will 


coet a great deal of money. The 
pro- 


moters of the scheme say that if they 
are guaranteed 50,000 acres they will 
have the system in operation in a year. 
The water right will coet (6.75 an acre 
with from five to fifteen years time iu 
which to pay for it. 
Water will bo de- 


livered for 75 cents an acre per year.

An important meeting will be held in 


Fresno on February 21st. The mem- 
bers of the State Bureau of Highways 
will be here on that date and have 
written to County Clerk Hart asking 
him to acquaint the membera of the 
Board o! Supervisors of the fact, and to 
ask them to attend. A special request 
has also been made to have the county 
surveyor and auditor present, and a 
general invitation has been given to all 
people of the county who are interested 
in good roada, to be at the meeting. The 
members of the bureau are R. C. Irvine, 
Maraden Mandon and J. L. Maude. 


Fresno is just now taking a step in 


the direction of better highways, and 
the visit of the bureau will stimulate 
the work and lead to good results. 


Among tbe duties of tbe bureau, are 


the'following: To gather from each 
county o! the state statistics, showing 
the total mileage of hignwaya, their con- 
dition of improvement, the method of 
obtaining rights of way, of opening and 
closing roads. Inquiry is made into the 
manner of constructing and repairing 
roads, and the manner in which road 
work is paid; the amount expended in 
the paat ten years for highways. The 
topographical and geological features of 
each .county will be inquired into, more 
particularly in relation to the water sup- 
ply for BDrinkling purposes; the atone 
quarries and gravel pits, bituminous 
rock, sand, aaobe, or any other material 
suited for road-making purposes. 


Many other matters of importance 


will bo inquired into. Much good will 
result from tbe meeting if the people 
take hold in earnest and try to make it 
a success.
